>ok away much of the island's rich soil. 
The inhabitants o; Wolf Island have their 
lea ot the reason for the floods and the 


crazy antics played by the Mississippi River. 
They say the people who live on our m ain­ 
land have been foolish enough to believe 
that the soil would retain the rains after 
the timber was removed. 
On Wolf Island 
they found that the soil goes into the Mis­ 
sissippi River after the trees are1 removed. 
Clearin': our vast forests, failing to replace 
the timber with young trees, failing to cover 
our farm lands with grass is the reason. 
Wolf Islanders say, that the Mississippi River 
gradually is forcing them to abandon their 
homes. 


Old inhabitants of the island figure the 
population has dropped nearly 56 per cent 
in the thirteen years since the 1927 disaster. 
And unless something is done to help the 
soil retain water, the Mississippi will con­ 
tinue to run wild and might annually cover 
Wolf Island, making human habitation there 
impossible.
